Council approves CPA funding for 
Canine recreation

AGAWAM — Thanks to the ef- 
forts of a dedicated group of vol- 
unteers — as well as a 
unanimous vote from 
the city council on 
Monday — the town 
is one step closer to 
having its own rec- 
reation area for dogs 
and their owners. 
Agawam City Coun- 
cilors voted 11-0 to 
approve $14,145 in Community 
Preservation Act (CPA) funds for 
the creation of a dog park at Shea 
Field during their meeting Mon- 
day, Oct. 21. 

The Community Preservation 
Act is a state law that allows mu- 
nicipalities to place a surcharge 
of up to 3 percent on homeown- 


ers’ property taxes. The state then 
matches a percentage of the funds 
raised, and the town can use the 
money for preservation of open 
space, restoration of historic build- 
ings, and affordable 
homes on the recom- 
mendation of the local 
Community Preserva- 
tion Committee. 

In Agawam, hom- 
eowners are assessed a 
1 percent surcharge for 
CPA.While the state 
matched 100 percent 
of the money raised when CPA 
was first adopted, it has hovered 
around 25 percent in recent years. 

This summer, it was announced 
that the town would receive a grant 
of $245,209 from the Stanton 
Foundation, which would provide 
95 percent of the hard construc-

inding a cure for cancer and 
Perron cancer patients 

are two causes that have 
been near and dear to the hearts of 
Jack Sarat and his three sons for 
nearly two decades. 

For the past 17 years — ever since 
Sarat’s wife Karen was diagnosed 
with cancer — the Sarat family has 
raised more than $300,000 for the 
American Cancer Society’s Relay 
For Life at Springfield College. 
Karen Sarat, who lost her battle 
with cancer in 2003, spurred the 
family to join the fight against the 
disease. 

The Sarats continue to raise

funds to support cancer patients 
because they have seen how hard 
it is for those with cancer. Karen 
Sarat was the driving force behind 
her family’s efforts to support can- 
cer patients and raise funds to as- 
sist those in treatment. Her memo- 
ry continues to inspire her family 
to help. 

That is, in large part, why they 
agreed to head up an annual char- 
ity event that will raise money for 
the oncology unit at Westfield’s 
Noble Hospital. 

Sarat and his family, sons Jeff, 
Chris, and Scott, as well as daugh- 
ters-in-law Kim, Salina, and Han- 
nah, and his friend Nancy Neilson, 
are co-chairs of the 49th Noble 
Ball. It will be held Saturday, Nov.

Seven-year conflict nears conclusion 
Goats ordered to be removed from property

SPRINGFIELD — Two recent 
judicial developments have gone 
against Alan and Suzanne Griffin, 
and it now appears that the town of 
Agawam’s long effort to remove 
goats from the Griffin’s property 
on North Street has entered its fi-

nal phase. 

On Oct. 9, Judge Michael A. 
Ponser of the U.S. District Court in 
Springfield dismissed a civil rights 
lawsuit over the goats that the Grif- 
fins filed in early August. The law- 
suit alleged that the town of Aga- 
wam violated their civil rights and 
discriminated against them in its 
efforts to remove the goats due to a 
zoning violation. They were seek- 
ing $2 million in damages. 

In the related state court action, 
the housing court judge has ruled 
that the Griffins must remove the 
goats from their property by Oct. 


27, and that the town will have the 
authority to remove them as of the 
following day if the homeowners 
do not do so themselves. 

Following that decision, Alan 
Griffin told Agawam  Adver- 
tiser News that the housing court 
“didn’t give me a fair trial. The 
judge wouldn’t let me talk.” 

The dispute has plodded along 
for seven years now. In 2006 the 
Housing Court first ordered that the 
goats be removed. Subsequent to 
that were settlement talks, which, 
a year and a half ago, led to an of-

Feeding Hills 
store robbed

AGAWAM — A Sunoco con- 


venience store located in the cen- 


ter of Feeding Hills was robbed 
during the early morning hours 
of Saturday, Oct. 19, according 
to Agawam Police Detective Lt. 
Richard Light. 

At 5:38 a.m. on Saturday, a 
man entered the store and report- 
edly directed the clerk to open 
the cash register. The individual 
did not brandish a weapon but 
kept his hand in his pocket dur- 


ing the robbery suggesting he 
had one, police said. He fled 
the store with an undisclosed 
amount of money as a passenger 
in a small silver car, said police. 

No one was injured during the 
robbery, police said. 

Light describe the suspect as 
a 6-foot, 2-inch tall black man. 

The convenience store is lo- 
cated at 2 South Westfield St., at 
the intersection of Springfield, 
North Westfield, South West- 
field and Southwick streets. 

At presstime, the robbery was 
still under investigation, said 
Light.

AGAWAM — The residents 
embattled in a bitter zoning dis- 
pute with the town over their 
right to have goats on _ their 
property may also face another 
battle: noise complaints from 
neighbors about roosters also al- 
legedly kept on the property. 

Alan and Suzanne Griffin of 
North Street were recently or-

dered by a housing court judge 
to remove their goats from their 
property by Oct. 27 or the town 
would be allowed to remove 
them. 

But at the Agawam City Coun- 
cil’s Oct. 9 meeting, a neighbor 
of the Griffin’s complained dur- 
ing “Citizen Speak Time” about 
a noise situation he has with 
roosters that are also kept on 
Griffin’s property.

9 at the MassMutual Center in Springfield. 
“Noble Hospital is delighted and so grate- 
ful to the Sarat family for their commitment 
to our event and to the community.

“The Sarat family’s giving of their time 
and financial dedication to this cause is a 
great example for us all,’ she added. Meg 
Morrill, the hospital’s community develop- 
ment coordinator, said this is the first time 
an entire family has been selected to chair 
the ball. 

“Tt was a no brainer for us. We are com- 
mitted to raising funds to help fight cancer.” 
said Sarat, an Agawam native and a 1967 
graduate of Agawam High School. 

“T’ve lived in Westfield for 35 years,” 
said Sarat, the principal owner of a Ford and 
Lincoln dealership in Agawam that bears his 
family’s name. “During that time my family 
has relied on Noble Hospital for our medical 
needs. Chairing the ball is an honor and a 
good way to give back to the community.” 
Jeff, Chris, and Scott Sarat and their families 
are all Westfield residents. Neilson lives in 
Agawam. 

“Baystate Medical Center and Mercy 
Medical Center — where Karen was treat- 


ed and where she joined a cancer support 
group— are excellent hospitals, but there’s a 
serious need for a hospital that serves resi- 
dents in Westfield, Southwick, Granville, 
and surrounding communities.” 


A personal community hospital 

“Noble Hospital is a very personal hos- 
pital — it’s there to support the community 
with a staff that is dedicated to serving the 
people who need its services — and that often 
includes residents of Feeding Hills and Aga- 
wai, too,” added Sarat. 

The Sarats are working with the hospital’s 
community development staff to exceed the 
$200,000 that was raised at last year’s ball. 
They’re also working to increase the number 
of attendees from 650 people to more than 
700. 

“As co-chairs, we’re actively out in the 
community talking to individuals and busi- 
nesses seeking their support as contributors 
— from program book sponsors to auction 
donors. But it’s especially, important to get 
people to attend this signature fundraiser. Its 
success depends of the support of the com- 
munity.”

Sarat said he is hoping for a sell-out crowd 
at the ball. 

“Tt will be a nice evening out,” he said. 
The theme of this year’s ball is Mardi Gras, 
so attendees are encouraged to wear masks. 
There will be dancing, fine dining, and live 
entertainment from the band Beantown as

In 2008, after 
successfully completing cancer treatment, 
Andruzzi and his wife founded the Joe An- 
druzzi Foundation to provide financial assis- 
tance for patients and their families as well 
as funding pediatric brain cancer research.

The chal- 
lenges people must overcome are some- 
times not apparent to the general public. 
Being able to navigate a curb, to cross a 
Street, to move down a sidewalk, can be 
taken for granted and can be challenges 
that can keep people from venturing out. 

The mission of the Agawam Com- 
mission on Disabilities is to try to cor- 
rect any accessibility issues that occur in 
our city. The commission has the means 
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to assist businesses to better their access 
points, to advise the town of difficult sit- 
uations, to grant money to businesses and 
to direct individuals that need accessibil- 
ity and cannot afford it to the available 
resources. 

Anyone who has concerns, who could 
use help, or knows of someone who 
needs help, is encouraged to the attend 
the meetings.

Kudos to volunteers 
for tireless efforts 


hile we can understand the reserva- 

\ N | tion of some residents with regard to 

spending CPA money on a proposed 

dog park in town, we can’t help but cheer for 

the organization responsible for working to 
bring that particular dream to fruition. 

The biggest argument that we have heard 
against the proposal tends to come from non- 
dog owners, questioning why the town would 
look to create a recreational facility that not 
every resident can enjoy. 

“T don’t have a dog, so I don’t want a dog 
park” or “Why are my tax dollars going to pay 
for this?” are two sentiments we have heard 
throughout these last two years as Agawam 
Dog Owner’s Group (ADOG) has worked to 
raise money for a park. But to that, we have 
to point out that not all residents have students 
enrolled in the school system while all taxpay- 
ers pay for the schools. 

Similarly there are a number of parks and 
recreational facilities available for children 
that were funded through taxpayer dollars 
and we’re certain not every taxpayer within 
the town of Agawam has a child who utilizes 
such amenities. But the option is there for all 
residents. 

The proposed off leash recreational facility 
for dogs will be along the same vein: Anyone 
and everyone who has a dog will be allowed 
to use it. = 

Ask any dog owner what life is like with a meet 
puppy and they’ll tell you it’s a lot of running 
around and playing with chew toys. But while 
it’s important for a young dog to spend time 
with his or her family, it’s equally important 
for him to spend time in the company of other 
dogs and learning how to socialize properly 
with them. 

In Agawam, there are recreational facilities 
for all ages and abilities. Children have a wide 
range of parks at their disposal while seniors 
can visit the Agawam Senior Center on a daily 
basis for an array of program and events.

A successful cleanup

We are pleased to report the results of the 
Westfield River Watershed Association’s 
annual Westfield River cleanup earlier this 
month. Forty hard-working volunteers at 
two Agawam locations - Pynchon Point and 
along the bike path - hauled out 70 bags of 
trash, as well as large objects including 13 
tires, mattresses, barrels, chairs, buckets 
and a leg splint with a cast attached.

Council approves CPA funding for dog park

tion costs for the park. The remaining funds 
would be raised by Agawam Dog Owners 
Group (ADOG) and a town match. 

ADOG has committed $10,000 to the 
project while the remaining $14,145 would 
be matched by the town using CPA money. 

Representatives from ADOG and a hand- 
ful of dog owners attended the council’s Oct. 
21 meeting to voice support from the project 
and request council approval for the use of 
CPA funds. 

According to Scott Milliken, who started 
ADOG in 2011 after attending a CPA meet- 
ing for Phase II of School Street Park project, 
a dog park would be a “perfect fit” for the 
town of Agawam. In the last two years, the 
group has been diligent about hosting fund- 
raisers and getting out into the community to 
raise awareness for the project, he said. 

Last year, ADOG sent out a survey to 
residents in which 338 people indicated they 
supported the project. In the last week alone 
— thanks to events like the Agawam Harvest 
Festival — ADOG has raised over $1,500, he 
said. 

“Overall, this would be a welcome addi- 
tion to Agawam,” said Milliken. 

ADOG member Marilyn Kane called the 
proposed park a “premier park” and said that 
members of the group would be available to 
monitor it. 

Mary Ellen Kennedy, a condominium 
resident on Meadow Street told the council 
that many condo owners in town own little 
dogs but that their owners lack the space to 
properly exercise them. 

“Our little dogs deserve a place to play,” 
she said. “They can’t do that on Meadow 
Street.” 

ADOG President Debbi Sanchez said the 
group of volunteers who worked to secure 
funding for the project is committed to mon- 
itoring the park and “doing what it can” to 
help once the park is created. 

She said the off-leash recreational area 
would be a “gem” for the community. 

“We have levels of recreation for all as- 
pects of life [in Agawam],” Sanchez said, 
adding dogs and their owners also need a 
place to socialize. Currently, dog owners 
who wish to exercise their dogs freely must 
travel to either Northampton or Granby, 
Conn., in order to use public parks there. 

The park proposed for Shea Field is five 
acres in size and shaped like a dog’s head, 
Councilor Cecilia Calabrese pointed out 


Monday. 

“T really like that,’ she said. 

The Department of Public Works currently 
mows and maintains the area and would con- 
tinue once the park is built, said Calabrese, 
chair of the council’s community relations 
subcommittee. 

Although the park would be open to any- 
one, not just Agawam residents, ADOG has 
proposed using a key/swipe access system 
to keep track of who is using the park. Dog 
owners who provide proof of vaccinations 
and licensure would be able to obtain an 
electronic key to the park, said Calabrese. 

Every councilor — many of them dog own- 
ers themselves — expressed support for the 
project. 

“T can’t wait to bring my dog there too,’ 
said Councilor George Bitzas. “The sooner 
the better.” 

Councilor Paul Cavallo said he was im- 
pressed not only by the hard work of ADOG, 
but by that of Deborah Dachos, director of 
Planning and Community Development. 

“There’s no question in my mind that the 
town of Agawam deserves people like you 
and the park,” he said. 

Likewise, Councilor Robert Magovern 
said ADOG has “outperformed” any volun- 
teer organization he has ever seen. 

“This isn’t just a passing fad,” said Coun- 
cilor Robert Rossi. “It would be very diffi- 
cult to turn it down.” 

Councilor Joseph Mineo told the audience 
he has been in favor of the dog park project 
since day one. 

“['m just glad it’s moving forward,” he 
said. 

Even non-dog owners appreciated the ef- 
forts of ADOG. 

“T don’t have a dog but nonetheless, I think 
it’s a good idea for passive recreation,” said 
Councilor Gina Letellier. 

The council passed the resolution by a 
vote of 11-0 with the audience erupting in 
applause. 

“As a group, I think we’re absolutely elat- 
ed,” Sanchez said following the vote. ““We’ve 
been working hard these last two years.” 

She commended not only the volunteers 
of ADOG but the community who has been 
SO supportive of their efforts. 

“Every $5, $10 and $15 in fundraising has 
added up to $13,000,” said Sanchez. ““We’re 
committed to having a working relationship 
with the town in whatever aspect we can.”

fer from the city solicitor to Frank Saia, the 
attorney then representing the Griffins that 
would have allowed, but limited, the num- 
ber of goats on the property (four adults, one 
litter of kids), with certain other provisos. 

Expensive concrete 

However, an agreement was not reached. 

“They wanted me to build a concrete wall 
around my property. It’s expensive and abso- 
lutely ridiculous,’ Griffin said this week. 

On Aug. 16, the town notified the Griffins 
that it would seek to enforce the 2006 Hous- 
ing Court order. The Griffins responded by 
asking the federal court to stay any such en- 
forcement action. 

On Aug. 26, the federal district court judge 
issued a memorandum that denied the mo- 
tion to stay, and that raised doubts about the 
civil rights claim in general. But the court at 
that time left the door open a bit on the latter 


point, allowing the Griffins to amend their 
complaint to allege facts that would indicate 
they have been denied due process or sub- 
jected to selective enforcement by the town. 

The Griffins did subsequently amend 
their complaint, but they have not done so 
in a way that removes the objections of U.S. 
Magistrate Judge Kenneth Neiman. 

Dismissal and defiance 

By Sept. 19, Neiman issued a report and 
recommendation that the civil rights action 
be dismissed, because in its amended form, 
the complaint still suffers from the same 
“significant deficiencies” as earlier. 

Ponsor acted on that recommendation, 
dismissing the action on Oct. 9. 

Griffin said he was disappointed by this 
ruling. 

“T have civil rights and my civil rights 
were taken away,” he said, adding he is ada- 
mant that he will keep his goats. 


Neighbor complains about roosters

“From what I understand through your 
zoning, there’s no chickens and roosters al- 
lowed here in the town of Agawam,” said 
Norman Lusignan, also a resident of North 
Street. He appeared before the council after 
being directed to them from the law office, 
he said. 

“These roosters are making noise around 
3:30 in the morning until 6 in the morning, 
disrupting myself and my family,” Lusignan 
told the council. “We all have a work day 
ahead of us every day and I’m sort of look- 
ing for some type of resolution to correct the 
issue.” 

Lusignan said he as been to “every city 
department” and even filed police reports on 
the issue. 

“Everybody seems to be sympathetic 
about it [but] nobody can do anything about 
it,’ he said. 

Lusignan referenced the ongoing issue be- 
tween the town and the Griffins with respect 
to the goats they have on the property, but 
lamented the fact that when the Law Office 
went to Housing Court over the zoning is- 
sue, the roosters were not included. 

He said the roosters, in addition to being 
noisy, were “unsanitary. 

“In my house — I’m the next door neigh- 
bor — we have flies in the house and I’m sure 
these flies are attributed to the animal waste 
next door.” 

Lusignan called his appearance before the 
council a “last resort.” 

“Like I said, I spoke with the chief of po- 
lice, I spoke with zoning, I spoke with the

board of health,’ he said, adding he even 
tried contacting Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
but never received a call back. 

Luisgnan told councilors he believed the 
issue was a “public health nuisance” accord- 
ing to Massachusetts General Law. 

“T do have the definition of it which in- 
cludes situations that generate noise, dust, 
odors, exhaust, waste, pests, standing water 
and other conditions that can cause sickness, 
disease, or filth,’ he said. “I would hope that 
there may be something you guys can do as 
our leaders of the community to resolve this 
issue for me.” 

Griffin, however, said he has never re- 
ceived a complaint about roosters because he 
doesn’t own roosters; he owns chicken. 

“T have a rooster that comes over from my 
neighbor’s property and I feed the thing, but 
it’s not mine,’ he said. “I throw bread once in 
awhile, yes I do, but it runs right back over to 
my neighbor’s yard right down the road.” 

Griffin said he also feeds wildlife that 
comes into his yard, including bears and 
skunks. 

“What’s wrong with feeding the ani- 
mals?” he asked. ““What did I do, what law 
did I break?” 

He went on to state that he would be fil- 
ing a lawsuit against Agawam Associate So- 
licitor Patrick Toney — “for mental anguish, 
mental breakdown, etc.,” he said — sometime 
this week. 

“He [Toney] said we weren’t handicapped 
and I have paperwork,” said Griffin. “How 
can he say something like that? That’s mak- 
ing a false accusation.”

Kayla Casamento is a sophomore at Aga- 
wam High School who already knows a great 
deal about giving back to the community.
